There are precincts in Alaska with a 
large native population where it Is 
policy to try a case at times without 
actually having u session of court, 
writes II. S. Farris. 
There are a few 
isolated cases of Alaska natives who 
have been bluffed into becoming law 
abiding persons after the commission 
of a misdemeanor, when if they had 
(icon tried and given a term in jail 
they would have become confirmed Jail­ 
birds. 
A good Illustration of this is the case 
of a native in one of tin* small interior 
towns. 
Now, most Aluwka Indians are 
tanie— very tame— and this fellow be 
came a laid man unex|»ectedly and ac 
■^dentally. 
Ile suddenly (sdnicd a 
rifle at a small group of his fellows 
and let out a yell. 
His act struck ter 
rot- In the breasts of nil the tribe, Which 
was much to Ilia liking. 
This native knew that the commis 
shiner for his precinct had gone to. 
Seattle, and “going to Sent tie" means. 
to the Alaska native, all or any part 
of tin* universe outside the boundaries 
of the territory. 
Also the “gubment” 
had been considering the appointment 
of a deputy marshal for this section of 
Alaska, 
hut 
the 
“gubment” 
moves 
slowly, and as yet no deputy had boeu 
named. 
Ho every day it was necessary for 
this wild native to make a demonstra­ 
tion before one or more members of 
the little tribe, 
it amused him. and 
l>osides, it was profitable. 
Ile would 
I suddenly npjHnir in the home of one of 
I ids neighbors, brandish a knife or ti 
J gun, emit one terrifying "whoopee!” 
anil the field was his. 
Ile would then 
take any article of furniture or any­ 
thing in the way of provisions that* 
suited bls fancy or appetite, after 
which the village would be normal un­ 
til the next outbreak. 
At times they uttered feeble pro­ 
tests, 
“I think maybe judge come 
hack pretty quick; maybe you ketchum 
it.* 
To which the wild one asserted, “In­ 
jun no ’fraid Judge, no ’frnld marshal. 
no ‘fruid *s kook urn house' ’’ Gail). 
At Inst tile news came to the village 
that the commissioner had returned 
and was now at his headquarters. 
twelve milt's down the river. 
Ho that 
night some of the bravest of the braves 
slipped quietly Into the bad man’s cab­ 
in, and before the enemy had recovered 
from his surprise he was tied hand 
anti foot. 
The following morning he 
was placed in a sleeping bag. trussed 
as he was, and sledded to the mining 
camp where the commissioner was lo 
rated. 
A committee of three natives watted 
on the commissioner at his orth© that 
afternoon and explained the shunt ion 
Among other tilings their spokesman 
stated that “this Injun talk. no fraid 
Judge, uo 
fraid marshal, no 'fraUl 
‘skookum house;’ that's 
whatsemat- 
ter!“ 
The commissioner went at once to 
the house where the had Iujuu had 
been taken. 
Tho native lay bn n carl­ 
ism skin in the middle of the Mom. 
bound hand aud foot. while around the 
room were squatted some fifty mem 
hers of two neighboring tribes. 
All 
awaited the “trial’’ with much interest 
and anticipation. 
The commissioner ordered the native 
released. One fellow- nrp4t}ced a kpifc. 


cut the honda and assisted the had one 
to his foot. 
There were only two ways out. The 
native must he jailed or bluffed into 
being good. 
As the native's family 
must lie provided for, the latter course 
was adopted. 
Tile commissioner step 
ped close to the bad man, looked bim 
in the eye and asked, “You no ’fraid 
judge, no ’fraid marshal, no ’fraid 
skookum house?” 
All was perfectly quiet. Tho eyes of 
the natives were centered on the two 
men in the middle of the room. 
For 
almost a minute the two men looked 
each other in tho eye, but at last the 
bad mon wilted.

Though going to foreign countries by 
crossing the ocean is to break one’s 
caste, hundreds of young Indiuus are 
notv visiting Euro(>e and America in 
pursuit of modern scientific and Indus 
trial education 
Indeed, so numerous 
are the families affected that public 
opinion has com(«elled the Brahmans 
to ordain that no loss of caste shall re 
suit from going abroad for education. 
The steji next contemplated, says the 
Century Muguelue, is to have mer 
chants and other business men exemp­ 
ted from the bun. 
It is certain that 
in time ail classes of travelers will tm 
exempted. 
It is not so much the going abroad 
that Is objected to as the eating of for 
bidden food, as beef, {Mirk and chicken 
or any food cooked by foreigners. 
To 
obviate jiartly this difficulty the Hin­ 
dus organized a steamship line, the 
Indian Peninsula company, between 
Bombay and Loudon. 
On board the 
ship* of this Hue Hindu caste rules are 
studiously observed 
This company In 
tends to open a hotel In lA>udou for 
the caste people of India, so that llln 
du students, merchants and travelers 
may go to London, reside for any 
length of time and still return home 
without breaking their caste 
Caste rules prohibit people of differ­ 
ent castes dining together. These rales, 
however, are broken by the rising gen­ 
eration In schools aud college**. 
The 
students, defying the cold and calculat­ 
ing conservatives, use the school and 
college 
building for diuner parties.

Hindus 
and 
Mohammedans, 
Christians and Jains. Buddhists and 
atheists, break bread together. In Ae 
nares, the stronghold of Brabmanical 
orthodoxy. Intercaste dinners are of 
common occurrence. 
The Indian lead 
era in reform have gone a step further. 
On a public occasion they dined [*ub- 
iicly with Europeans In the town hall 
of Calcutta. These dinners are helping 
break down obnoxious rules and thus 
are establishing dinner table democ­ 
racy.
